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By Order dated March 16, 2004, this matter has been held in abeyance pending 

further Order of this Commission.  Given the release of the Federal Communications 

Commission’s Triennial Review Remand Order1 and subsequent litigation, this 

proceeding is moot.

Parties have filed responses in this proceeding for which they request 

confidential treatment.  This material was filed approximately a year ago.  Given the 

passage of time and the mootness of this proceeding, the Commission will not address 

these motions for confidentiality.  The material for which parties have sought

confidential treatment will be returned to the parties.  No substantive decision will be 

forthcoming from this proceeding.  Accordingly, the public interest and administrative 

economies are served by return of this material, since it forms no basis for any 

Commission decision.
